City eyes 
new tower 
ordinance

TWIN FALLS - Hciglit restric- 
tions in certain zones. Aesthetic 
requirements for cell towers. 

These were among the ideas 
discussed by city planners 
Tuesday when they met to brain- 
storm new regulations for com- 
munication towers. 

“I think we are at u point now 
where we have a lot of options 
and 1 think we need to start look- 
ing at them and making some 
decisions on where we need to 
go," said city Planning and 
.Zoning Commission Chairman 
Jeff Warr. "What are our options 
as a city and how do we want to 
structure this?” 

Tuesday’s meeting gave city 
leaders an opportunity to get 
some ideas from the representa- 
tives of several cellulur service 
providers, including U.S. West 
Wireless and Clenrtalk PCS. 

Some of the ideas brought up 
Tuesday included creating cellu- 
lar tower zones in the city. Those 
zones, such as residential, agri- 
cultural and industrial, could 
_ even -have, height jastricuont-on 
towers. 

City leaders also talked about 
the possibility of mandating cel- 
lular providers to co-locate on 
other cell towers - a common 
practice among cellular service 
providers. 

Clayton Trapp, a land use plan- 
ner for U.S. West, said U.S. West

said nurse Peter Odm, peering 
anxiously from behind a thin 
mask that hid all but his eyes. “It 
is so challenging because we arc 
so few and there is so much work 
to be done.” 

Reaching down, he took the 
pulse of a dying parient with the 
false bravado of a child touching 
a hot iron on a dare. His fingers 
touching her throat, he was ail 
too aware that the incurable 
virus was now on his fingertips - 
; and could only hope the precau- 
; tions he had taken would be 
enough. - 

Other health workers hqve 
fanned out across the country- 
side, where officials susRcct 
Ebola has already infected more 
than 81 people. 

“We are adding about 10 cases 
every 24 hours. It is still spread- 
ing until we can get people into 
' the field and identify oil of those 
’ infected," said Dr. Nestor 
Ndayimirijc, a World Health 
Organization epidemiologist 
helping Ugandan authorities 
trace the source of the Ebola out- 
break, the nation’s first. 

There" is no-blood test for Ebola 

and a case can only be confirmed 
through sophisticated blood 
. analysis requiring special equip- 
ment not available In Uganda. 
, • Health workers hove begun 
quarantining anyone complain- 




ing of flu-like symptoms, diar- 
rhea or vomiting, the earliest 
signs of exposure. 

Some 90 percent of confirmed 
Ebola victims die. 

Ebolo is spread through con- 
tact with bodily fluids, including 
saliva, blood and mucus, though 
it is not spread through the air. It 
is feared for its devastating 
speed ond painful death. Four 
days after exposure, flu-like' 
symptoms set in, followed- by 
bloody diarrhea’and vomiting- 
Ten to 15 days later, the victims 
“bleed out" through the nose, 
— mouth’nnd eyesrBlood'nnd'other” 
bodily fluids also begin seeping 
through the skin. 

“We are just trying to provide 
... care, give them basic medi- 
cines to keep them comfortable,” 
Otim said.

With polls showing Bush hold- 
ing a narrow lead. Gore was 
under pressure Tuesday night to 
challenge his Republican oppo- 
nent and he was the aggressor 
throughout the debate. On health 
care, education, affirmative 
action, and the future of Social 
Security, Gore sought to draw 
sharp contrasts with the GOP can- 
didate, demanding that Bush 
answer specific questions about 
his campaign agendo. 

At times, Bush defended his 
proposals, but overall he adopted 
—a different strategy from Gore, 
stating the principles that would 
guide him as president while 
— arguing-that-his-record i n Texas — 
showed that would lower the par- 
tisan rhetoric in Washington. 
“What I want to do is to call upon 
Republicans ond Democrats to 
forget all the arguing and finger- 
pointing and come together,” 
Bush said. 

The rules allowed the two can- 
didates to roam the stage Tuesday 
night, and there were moments of 
tension but not many of humor. 
At one point, as Bush was talking. 
Gore invaded his rival’s space by 
striding over close to him in an 
apparent effort to unnerve Bush. 
Bush several times could be heard 
laughing or snorting in what 
appeared to be an effort to 
deflate his opponent. 

Tuesday night’s debate began 
with a moment of silence to honor 
the memory of Missouri Gov. Mel 
Carnahan (D), who was killed 
along with his son and a top aide 
in a plane crash Monday night as 
he was heading to a campaign 
event. Carnahan was challenging

He charged that while 
the federal government hod been 
shrinking, the Texas government 
had grown during Bush’s tenure.

Sept 1, 2001, passenger cars with 
trunks must provide a release or 
automatic system to prevent 
entrapment. 

The step was recommended 
last year by the Expert Panel on 


Trunk Entrapment, comprising 
representatives from the automo- 
tive industry ond medical and 
consumer groups. A rule requir- 
ing the latches was proposed in 
December and is now being made 
final. 

Since 1970, 1,175 people have 
been caught in trunks in 992 sep- 
arate events, mostly adults 
locked in by criminals or children 
who unintentionally locked them- 
selves in. At least 260 people 
have died.

Consumer debt is economy’s Achilles heel

I 've been pondering what I 
would have asked the candi- 
dates if I had the opportunity to 
pose just one question during 
their debates. So, here it is. 

Vice President A1 Gore and Gov. George 
W. Bush: , , 

Are you at all concerned about the 
mounting consumer debt spreading 
across every demographic sector of the 
U.S. population? 

This past week, the Commerce 
Department reported that for a second 
month in a row, in August, Americans 
spent more than they made, plunging the 
savings rate into the negative category. 

The savings rate is now at its lowest level 
- 03 percent - since monthly records 
began in 1959. . , » 

.The fact is, the “American miracle 
has, to a great extent, been bought on 
credit It is impossible to understand tho 
dramatic growth of the U.S. economy 
and reduction in unemployment in 
recent years without examining the dose 
relationship that has developed between 
economic expansion, job creation and 
the amassing of record consumer debt. 
Credit card companies are extending 
credit at unprecedented levels. Millions 
of American consumers are buying on 
credit and because they are, millions of 
other Americans have gone back to work 
to make the goods and perform the ser- 
vices being purchased. The result is that 
the economy seems to be healthier than 
ever. 

Today, according to the Fedtmil 
Reserve, Americans are spending more 
than they arc taking in, marking the first 
time since the Great Depression that the 

country has experienced a negative sav- 

ings rate. Recall that just eight years ago, 
the average savings rate in the United 
States was 8 percent of after-tax income.

By 
late 1929, consumer debt was so high 
that it could not be sustained. Even the 
bull market was being stoked by record 
purchases of stocks on margin (using bro- 
kers’ credit). Finally, the house of cards 
collapsed. 

The short-term substitution of con- 
sumer credit in lieu of increases in 
income and benefits has received little 
attention among economists. Still, the 
fact remains that great technology revo- 
lutions generaliv spread quickly, once ail 
of the critical dements arc in place. The 
problem is that it generally takes at least 
a generation after a new technology 
comes on line for social movements to 
buUd enough counter-strength to 
demand a fair share of the gains. 

The same phenomenon is occurring 
today. Productivity gains from the infor- 
mation and telecommunication revolu- 
tions ore finally being felt and most 
major industries are facing global under- 
utilization of capacity and insufficient 
- consumer demand. Consumer credit has 
become a way to keep the economic 
engines throttled up, at least for a time. 

Today, consumer credit is growing by a 
ctnflffering 9 percen t annuall y, and p er- 


sonal bankruptdes are increasing. In - 
1994, 780,000 Americans filed for „. 
bankruptcy. By 1999, the number had 
jumped to 1.28 million. • -• 

How long can Americans continue to 
spend more than they make, moving ; . 
deeper and deeper into commercial 
debt? Any number of external events .. : 
could tip the scale, with potentially 
calamitous consequences. If, for exam-i 
pie, the energy crisis were to deepen qp 
the stock market were to experience ay 
sustained downturn or major lending r . 
institutions were to pull bock on their.,.; 
loans, the effect on all of our lives could 
be sobering. ..i; 

The new economy won’t be a reality 
until we have found a way to distribute, 
the productivity gains of the e-commeroe 
revolution broadly, to ensure enough 
consumer purchasing power to match the 
increases in productive capacity. Iijjhe 
past, that has meant an increase in wages 
and benefits and a reduction in work 
hours. But if we allow wages and benefits 
for middle- and workiqg-dass Americans 
to remain stagnant, as they have been jor 
nearly a decade, and instead artifianlly. 
prop up purchasing power by pushing,,, 
them into debt, we may squander the 
opportunity to create a truly new ccoot}; 
my that works for everyone. 

It’s unlikely that either of the presi- 
dential candidates will focus on the mjp- 
bling specter of negative savings. Yet . , 
sooner or later, we may look bock at the 
current “prosperity" with the same cyfti- 
cal regard as earlier generations did aj,- 
the short-lived boom years of the ,j*

Until last week, neither Texas 
Gov. George W. Bush nor Vice 
President A1 Gore hnd shown 
much inclination to drag the rest 
of the world into America’s qua- 
drennial exercise in democracy.

It’s probably not something to 
be proud of, but we Americans 
ore far more interested in what 
happens right here where wc 
live than in what might be going 
on elsewhere.

And so, as we evaluate the 
men who would be president, we 
have little choice but to consider 
tjieir views on international 
'issues and events. 

It would be easy to jump to the 
conclusion that the injection of 
foreign policy into the presiden- 
tial race must surely be a devel- 
opment that favors Gore. He’s 
"lien President Clinton's right- 
hand man, after all. He’s been 
involved in previous foreign poli- 
cy decisions, and may well be 
involved in decisions thnt are 
being made os we speak. 

But jumping to conclusions is 
always a bad idea — especially 
when dealing with matters of 
global impact. 

‘ .Moderator Jim Lehrcr waded 
into the international waters at 
the start of the second presiden- 
tial debate by asking the candi- 
dates to talk about their view of 
America’s role in world affairs.

Bush sees things differently. 

“We can’t be ah things to all 
people in the world,” Bush said 
during last week’s debate. ‘Tm 
worried about overcommitting 
the military. I want to be judi- 
cious in its use." 

Bush said that the United 
States should not use the armed 
forces for “nation-building,” as 
was done in Somalia and Haiti. » 
Any use of military power. Bush 
said, “needs to be in our vital 
interest, the mission needs to be 
dear and the exit strategy obvi- 
ous.” - 

“Our military is meant to fight 
and win war,” Bush said. “That’s 
what it’s meant to do, and when 
it gets overextended, morale 
drops." 

Bush expressed support for 
U.S. operations in Bosnia and 
Kosovo but opposes the concept 
of perpetual peacekeeping that 
the Clinton administration seems 
to favor in such outposts. 

On the issue of foreign aid, 

Bush said he believes in assis- 
tance “to encourage markets and 
reform” but not in “foreign aid 
for the sake of foreign aid.” 

He also said that the United 
. States should encourage democ- 
racy around the world but should 
not Impose its views on other 
countries. “I just don’t think it’s 
the role of the United States to 
walk into a country and say, ’Wc 
do it this way, so should you.’” 

The fact is. Bush articulated a 
more coherent view of foreign 
policy in 40 minutes Wednesday 
night than the Clinton-Core team 
has articulated in nearly eight 
years.

STANLEY - The Stanley Airport has a 
new owzler. 

Gov. Dirk Kempthome and other offi- 
cials were In Stanley Tuesday to cele- 
brate the state’s recent purchase of the 
airport from a private corporation. 

The state and the U.S. Forest Service 
have been working to buy the property to 
keep it from being developed. 


Kempthome rode in a Red Baron bi- 
wing airplane as it taxied through a rib- 
bon marking the state’s success. 

The state bought the airport from the 
Stonharrah Corporation of Reno, Nev. for

Guts may not 
mean dismissals 

Fiist-year teachers could 
feel brunt of problem

RUPERT - Impending staff cuts at 
Minidoka County schools might not force 
actual firings, school officials said Tuesday. 

And any dismissals will probably affect 
only first-year teachers, most of whom are on 
one-year contracts. 

Teachers come and go each year, said 
Mini-Cassia Educators Association co-presi- 
dent Dennis Moses, a Minico High School 
history and government teacher. Cuts will 
not be needed if enough teachers leave vol- 
untarily. 

District enrollment has dropped in each of 
the last six years, so school staff has also 
declined. But teachers leaving on their own 
accord, to retire or work elsewhere, has 
always solved the problem. 

“We have balanced out because of natural 
attrition,” district secretary Darrel Black 
said. 

Forming contracts last year, the district 
anticipated cuts might be necessary this 
year, so most new teachers in the district 
signed contracts fqr only a single year, Moses 
said. 

The school district is down 28Q students 
from last year, and because schdol .Binding Iff"- 
tied to enrollment, 12 to 14 teaching pq?i- 
tions will be cut. ‘ ' ,, ' '' ; 

“We have to face reality. The reality -is 
that we’ve lost 280 students in the post 
year," Moses said. “We’ve got some excel- 
lent new teachers and I’d hate to lose them.” 

Sixteen teachers are on one-year contracts. 
Black said. , , 

No staff reductions will be made during 
the school year. Instead the cuts, if neces- 
sary, will be made next summer. 

The district will probably know how many 
teachers arc leaving within a month of the 
end of the school year, Black said.

Blaine prosecutor 
to leave office early

HAILEY - Blaine County 
Prosecutor Doug Werth 
announced Monday that he will 
leave his office Nov. 15 to open a 
private law office in Kctchum. His 
first client will be Blaine County 
Citizens for Smart Growth, a local 
public interest group begun three 
years ago to serve as a watchdog 
over development issues in Blaine 
County and its dties. 

The county’s Chief Deputy 
Prosecuting Attorney Jim 
Thomas, who is running unop- 
posed for the office vacated by 
Werth, will likely be appointed 
and sworn in as prosecuting attor- 
ney upon Werth’s departure. 

Werth said that he feels strong- 
ly about land use issues, such as 
the preservation of the hillsides 
and controlling south county 
development andurban sprawl. 

“I have watched the effort of 
Smart Growth and am impressed 
with its dedication to these impor- 
tant issues,” he said. 

The fact that Werth is leaving 
his position 1 1/2 months ahead of 
schedule is “a-testament to our. 
effectiveness in the Wood River 
Valley," said Steve Wolper, presi- 
dent of Citizens for Smart Growth. 
“Doug has a much experience as 
any attorney I can think of practic- 
ing law in front of the Idaho 
“Supreme Court-Hit’s probably liti- 
gated more land use issues during 
the last few years before the Idaho 
Supreme Court than any other 
attorney in the state." 

Werth will take over for Marc 
McGregor, an attorney with the 
Land and Water Fund of the 


Rockies, an environmental law 
and policy center headquartered 
in Boulder, Colo. The Land and • 
Water Fund provides legal assis- 
tance to grassroots groups con- 
cerning nutural resources and 
energy issues. McGregor, who will 
return to his farm anu law firm in 
Coeur d’Alene in January, provid- 
ed a voice against big develop- 
ment, helping to strengthen the 
county’s hillside and subdivision 
ordinances and preserve the quali- 
ty and quantity of water and 
access to public lands in his role 
with Smart Growth. 

“We're terribly sad to see Marc 
go,” Wolper said. “He took a pilot 
project and made it a reality hy 
alerting the public to the impact 
of various development [proposals 
and helping community members 
participate in local government." 

Wolper said Smart Growth is 
also advertising for a full-time 
director. The combination of the 
“director and Worth will equal 1 
1/2 positions. 

“We could use two or three 
positions. We’ve found the more 
we do, the more we’re asked to 
do," he said. 

Werth said his practice also will 
involve representing individuals 
in dvil ana family law cases, real 
estate and business matters, as 
well as criminal defense. 

He leaves his office with a law- 
suit hanging over his head.

Jill Bolton filed a claim alleging 
gender discrimination against 
Werth last summer.

Don Hutchison, with Hutchison 
Smith Architects in Boise, said if 
the bond received the required 
two-thirds majority to pass, the * 
project would break ground in the 
spring of 2002 and be completed 
by July 2003. Along with the voca- 
tional-technical building, the plans 
would include 20 classrooms, three 
resource rooms, a computer lab, a, 
science lab, media center, a multi- 
purpose room with locker rooms, 
and a kitchen and cafeteria. 

The new school would house 
fifth through eighth grades. The 
fifth grade and its estimated 80 
students would be movefi to the 
middle school to ease elementary 


school overcrowding. 

The school district along with* 
35-member volunteer community 
building committee have been 
working on developing a plan to 
replace the district’s 80 - year -old 
middle school after the main 
building in March was condemned 
b e cause of-a-cr\unbllng-fo u iid ac- 
tion. Wendell's loss of its middle 
school drew statewide attention 
and became a focal point in on 
unresolved debate over the condi- 
tion of Idaho school buildings. 

After the main building was 
dosed, district leaders moved the 
230 middle school students to the 
high school where they shared 
facilities on a split schedule. Three 
months later, parents, unhappy 
with the loss of family time and 
upset about sagging grados, per- 
suaded district leaders to return 
the students to their own campus 
when school started in tho falL 
The part of the school with the 
crumbling foundation remains 
closed off, which means some 
classrooms, the gymnasium, 
offices and storage facilities 
remain inaccessible. 

To make up for the lost space, 
the district opted to split the mid- 
dle school's campusi The sixth flrid 
eighth grades are using the sixth- 
grade annex building, the shop, 
the library and a leased portable 
building The seventh-graders are 
bused to Gooding to four rented 
classrooms at the Idaho School for 
the Deaf and the Blind. Each 
grade will take a turn in Gooding, 
rotating each trimester.

Rupert considers 
possible increase

-■RUPERT - Waste water rates 
in Rupert should slightly increase 
to cover costs, the City Council 
vVnstold Tuesday. 

'•Based on a waste water rate 
study, Forsgrcn Associates, a con- 
%-ulting firm specializing in design, 
engineering, surveying, manage- 
ment and environmental services, 
recommended that costs increase 
slightly. 

. Establishing rates that ore fair 
and equitable is important to the 
community, said Forsgren partner 
Willie Teuscher. 

The current rate for residential 
waste water is $17.86 per month 
and the firm recommended the 
dty increase the rate to $1950 per 
month. 

The proposed rate is good in 
tfiat it keeps prices down and 
allows the aty to cover the costs 
of waste water disposal, Teuscher 
spid. . , 

In addition, commercial and 
industrial rates should increase, 
the firm recommended. Billing for 
industry and commercial use is 
based on several factors, including 
gallons disposed, biological oxy- 
gen demand, and total suspended 
solids. The firm recommended 
increases in all areas.

Glitch in Yates’ plea agreement: Body 
in yard not positively indentified 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - An 
autopsy Tuesday foiled to posi- 
tively identify a body unearthed 
in Robert L. Yates Jr.’s yard, 
delaying but not derailing a plea 
bargain in which he has agreed to 
plead guilty in 13 slayings. 

Investigators said DNA samples 
would be required to identify the 
remains, something that could 
take several days to several 
months, Spokane County Sheriffs 
spokesman Cpl. Dave Reagan 
said. 

In on effort to avoid the death 
pqnolty, Yates had agreed to 
plead guilty to killing 10 people in 
Spokane and three in faraway cor- 
ners of the 'state - Walla Walla 
County and Skagit County. 

The Army veteran and National 
Guard helicopter pilot had previ- 
ously pleaded innocent to eight 
murder counts in Spokane 
Cbunty. The victims were women, 
most involved in drugs or prostitu- 
tion or both. 

Yates sealed his offer by direct- 
ing investigators Monday to a 
body buried in his own side yard. 

But there was a catch. The plea 
agreement, under which prosecu- 
tors would support a penalty of 
life in prison, would be valid only 
if the body at the Yates home was 
that of Melody Murfin, 43, a pre-

sumed serial killer victim missing 
for two years, Spokane County 
Prosecutor Steve Tucker said. 

Scott Mason, a Spokane County 
Public Defender’s Office lawyer 
representing Yates, said the Iden- 
tification glitch will delay imple- 
mentation of the plea agreement, 
but not derail it. 

Mason said his office is certain 
the remains are those of Murfin. 

Tucker told reporters prior to 
the autopsy announcement 
Tuesday that the proposed four-

of 5,000 months, or 416 years in 
prison. 

“He’s agrecd.to death in prison, 
and Fve ngrcod to let him die in 
prison without lethal injection," 
Tucker said. Even if the plea

could still face the death penalty. 

In Western Washington's Pierce 
County, he still faces aggravated 
first-degree murder charges in 
two Tacoma killings. The Spokane 
bargain does not include those 
counts. 

Pierce County Prosecutor John 
Ladenburg said Tuesday he 
intends to pursue the two charges 
pending in his county. 

Aggravated murder is the only 
crime in Washington punishable 
by death. 

Yates had been expected to 
plead guilty this week in Spokane 
County Superior Court to 13 
' counts of first-degree murder and 
one charge of attempted murder, 
Tucker said earlier. 

In the plea negotiations, he 
agreed to plead' to 10 slayings in 
Spokane County, os well os nvo in 
Walla Walla County and one in 
Skagit County. The Walla Walla 
and Skagit deaths had never pre- 
viously been linked to Yates.

Northern Idaho schools 
steer clear of loans 


COEUR d’ALENE (AP) - The 
Legislature cleared the way last 
winter for banks to provide up to 
$50 million in low-interest loans 
to school districts with safety 
problems, but none north of 
Grangeville have asked for any of 
the cash. 

About 40 southern Idaho school 
districts already hove borrowed 
$40 million. But Panhandle school 
officials are holding out for a deci- 
sion from 4th District Judge 
Deborah Bail, expected by the 
end of the year, that could force 
the state to reverse its policy of 
not providing any direct funding 
for school facilities. 

“We don’t want to jump into 
something that might not be as 
good as we can get in another six 
months or a year down the road," 
Cottonwood School District 
Superintendent Stan Kress said. 

The program backed by the 
Idaho Bankers Association was 
enacted by lawmakers eugcr to 
convince Bail they were doing all 
they could to help address safety 
issues. 

Districts that receive the com- 
mercial loans can repay them 
with so-called discretionary funds, 
such os Idaho Lottery revenue or 
direct state school support, or by 
getting voters to approve 20-year 
plant facilities levies on consoli- 
dated election dates. 

The duration of those levies 
previously was limited to 10 


years, so doubling the repayment 
period was promoted ns a way to 
keep property tax rates lower. 
The level ofjjntron support need- 
ed for approval - from 55 per- 
cent to two-thirds - still depends 
on the size of the levy being 
sought. 

Bail is considering arguments 
in a lawsuit from Idaho Schools 
for Equal Educational 
Opportunity, a group of 15 dis- 
tricts that contends the state is 
shirking its constitutional respon- 
sibility to ensure public schools 
are able to provide safe, learn- 
ing-conducive environments. 

Idaho is the only state that 
both provides no direct school 
facilities funding and requires 
two-thirds voter approval for 
bond issues to finance construc- 
tion projects. That high thresh- 
old figured to make levy elec- 
tions, usually limited to supple- 
mental financing, n more attrac- 
tive option. 

So Tom l’itcher, n Zions Bank 
vice president who helped per- 
suade the Legislature to pass the 
plan, is puzzled by the hesitnnee 
of northern Idaho districts to bor- 
row money ' for crumbling 
schools. 

“The worst problems are the 
ones in north Idaho,” Pitcher 
said. “That's the irony of it."

State’s cash windfall continues to grow 


BOISE (AP) - On top of a 


vibrant state economy that is gen- 
erating hundreds of millions of 
more dollars than anticipated in 


tax revenue, managers of the gov- 
ernment pension fund took full 
advantage of a volatile stock mar- 
ket. 

Their investment of the more 
than $7 billion Public Employee 
Retirement System fund from 
mid-1999 to mid-2000 earned as 
much os $150 million more than 
the target, freeing that money to 
be shored among state and local 
governments, their employees 
and retirees. 


The state’s share of that wind- 
fall was estimated by legislative 
budget analysts nt $22 million and 
public schools could benefit to the 
tunc of $30 million. 

That is cash in addition to the 
record $285 million surplus gener- 
ated over the last and current 
budget years and what could be 
$140 million more than policy 
makers expected in revenue dur- 


ing the 2001-2002 budget yeur 
that lawmakers will tackle during 
next winter’s session^ 

If given directly to schools 
rather than diverted back into the 
general fund pool, the additional 
money would essentially increase 
the existing state aid package to 
$903.5 million. That is 10 percent 
more than the state support for 
the 1999-2000 school.year and the 
first double-digit percentage 
increase since the 1994-1995 
school year when the state 
enjoyed another huge surplus. 

If the excess pension earnings 
are simply returned to the school 
districts, it would mean the equiv- 
alent of an additional $2^76 per 
classroom. After all other alloca- 
tions were made, the state support 
per clossroom unit this school 
year totaled $3,389. That is the 
money districts asp to cover basic 
operating bills like utilities, books 
und classroom supplies.

Idaho gets 
report card 


Corporation grades 
states on business 
environment 

DENVER (AP) - The 
Corporation for Enterprise 
Development has given Idaho’s 
business environment a slightly 
lower grade this year - one C and 
two D’s, down from two C’s and 
one D last year. 

Colorado, Utah and 
Massachusetts were the only 
states to receive all A's in this, 
year’s review. The report card 
evaluates more than 70 Indicators 
in three broad categories in rat- 
ing the economics of the 50 
states. 

Idaho saw gains in employ- 
ment, but because of low pay and 
poor pay growth rates, the 
Corporation for Enterprise 
Development gave Idaho a C for 
performance. 

Idaho also got a D for each 
business vitality and develop- 
ment capacity. The group ranked 
Idaho 48th for business closings 
and said the state continued its 
five-year decline in terms of 
human, financial and infrastruc- 
ture resources. 

Utah’s economy eqrncd 
straight A’s in a new report on 
ec onomic development, one of 
only three states to do so. 

In a report issued Tuesday by 
the nonprofit Corporation for 
Enterprise Development, Utah 
made the top grade in three main 
categories: performance, business 
vitality and development capaci- 
ty. Only Colorado and 
Massachusetts did as welL . . 

Colorado was ranked among 
the top 10 states for 30 of the 73 
indicators. It ranked in the bot- 
tom 10 for only five categories. 

“We’ve got it all. We' have an 
unsurpassed quality of life, a 
competitive business climate, a 
highly educated work force and 
an incredibly dynamic economy,” 
said Bob Lee, director of the 
Governor’s Office of Economic 
Development and International 
Trade. 

For the 10th year in a row, 
Colorado earned tqp marks in the 
business vitality section.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
George W. Bush, who promises to 
make prescription drugs more 
affordable, signed legislation 
making it more difficult for Texas 
doctors to prescribe a cheaper 
generic version of a popular 
blood-thinning drug. 

The legislation was sought by 
DuPont Merck Pharmaceutical, 
the drug giant that manufactures 
the name-brand drug and tried to 
persuade states to block the new, 
generic competition. Just three 
states, including Texas, adopted 
laws. 

Texas has since reversed 
course, now agreeing with the 
Food and Drug Administration 
that generic warfarin is just as 
safe and effective as name-brand 
Coumadin. A spokesman for Bush 
defended the law, saying the gov-

TWIN FALLS - The last remnants of a 
nionecr breed are dying. And no one can 
^ave them. 

The Kimberly blue ash, a tree born in 
the Magic Valley and popular here since 
the Great Depression, is gradually disap- 
pearing from the area. Local tree experts 
say age, insects and disease are conspiring 
to doom the familiar trees. 

When the remaining specimens ore 
gone, the Magic Valley probably won’t sec 
the Kimberly blue ash again. 

The story of the Kimberly blue ash 
begins with the area’s early settlers. Eager 
for beauty in their new desert home, local 
pioneers hauled trees from the East - 
notably cottonwoods, elms and Russian 
olives. 

One man, Loyd Wright, brought enough 
trees to start a business, which became 
• Kimberly Nurseries. Many of Wright’s 
trees were ash, and from that imported 
stock, Wright developed the area’s very 
own tree. 


Kimberly blue ash is a dying tree 


Dave Keisig, the College of Southern 
Iduho's certified aboriculturist and a for- 
mer Kimberly Nurseries employee, said 
there are several varieties of blue ash, 
most of them common to the Missouri 
River area. 

“He probably did some grafts off one 
that was o little different, and come up 
with the Kimberly blue ash," Keisig said of 
Wright. , 

Thut would hove been in the late 1930s. 
Then, Wright sold the Kimberly blue nsh 


ed to sicken and die, because the variety is 
susceptible to scale and ash borers. 

In a perfect world, a blue ash normally 
lives 50 or 60 years, Keisig said, which is 
considered a short life span for a tree. The 
Kimberly blue ash appears to have an 
even shorter life span, because of a virus - 
or possibly a blight - transmitted by the 
borers. . . . , . , 

Wright’s grandson, Dave Wright, said a 
halo blight hit the local bean crop in the 
mid-1950s, and the disease seemed to

Ash make good street trees, because 
they give ample shade and their roots nre 
never a problem. The Kimberly variety 
grew to a modest 35 feet in height and 
about the same width, with an attractive, 
rounded crown. The largest have trunks 
measuring almost 3 feet in diameter. 

For a long time, the trees had few prob- 
lems. But after 25 or 30 years, many start- 


tent. 

The telltale signs that an ash tree is mor- 
tally wounded arc orange-yellow patches 
of bark. You’ll see them first on the limbs, 
and they eventually will spread and cover 
large pans of the trunk. 

The limbs will suffer from die-back - the 
leaves won’t grow all the way to the tip 
anymore, and the branches will turn black 
and die. The tree will die in sections. 


“We looked at the die-hack in this area 
many years ago," Keisig said. “We thought 
it was introduced through the roots, hut 
never could find any roots rotting.” 

The best anyone can guess is that the 
disease exists on other plants, possibly 
other ash that are not susceptible to it, and 
then is carried to the Kimberly blue ash by 
hugs. 

For years, local nurserymen tried all 
sorts of chemical and injection treatments, 

but nothing worked. 

The tree is still produced back Last, 
where the disease doesn’t seem to affect it. 
But it’s no longer available here, where it 
began. , 

“We know it has problems, and it’s not a 
tree we recommend,” Keisig said. 

One by one. all of tile valley's Kimberly 
blue ash trees will die 

Then, as other trees replace them m 
parks and yards, a piece of local history 
will fade into memory.

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Your lawn’s not that hungry nght now 


There’s a lot of talk about feeding the lawn 
one more time before winter. If the whole 
idea confuses you, relax: It's not you. 

You’re right: We should not be putting 
available nitrogen down for plants right now. 
Nitrogen encourages new, green growth, and 
anybody with a snow shovel knows what hap- 
pens to new growth in an Idaho winter. 

The concept is to put down a fertilizer that 
contains a nitrogen that is not water soluble. 
We don’t want something that will release the 
nitrogen every time there’s a little warm spell. 
We want a formulation that is not fast-release, 
that will sit out there quietly until next spring 
when it’s tame for it to go to work. 

Kentucky bluegruss, fescues and ryegrass 
will green up two weeks or so earlier if they • 
already have the fertilizer waiting for spring. 
That dose of fertilizer will last the lawn till 
around mid May. The lawn will recover more 
quickly from winter damage, and handle foot 
traffic better. 

So read the fertilizer label. Buy a lawn fer- 
tilizer that says it is for the dormant season 
and that the nitrogen is not water soluble. 
Remember to grin next spring when your 
neighbors ask for your secret to that early, 
lush green lawn.

DEAR CATHY: Thank you for telling us 
about weed killer and how it affects tree 
sprouts. I was thinking about getting a few 
more house plants. I have seen pictures of 
house plants with lights hanging right above 
them. When I go into a store, though, the 
lights are on the ceiling, and the plants are on 
the floor. This has me puzzled. Could you 
explain?

DEAR PHIL: Tm happy to hear that you’re 
going to bring more plants into the house. 
Plants are great roommates. Plants help dean 
the air while keeping the humidity up a little. 
Just looking at plants in the room makes us 
feel good and work more productively. 

You’re right: The plants in thg stores are 


not getting the light they need. Even though 
most of the plants we use in our homes origi- 
' nally came from shady forest br-jungle floors, 
they still need better light than whatis avail- 
able in a store. 

When the tog says a plant needs “bright 
light,” put it next to a window where it will 
enjoy bright sunlight, but not be burned by 
the winter sun streaming in. You know the 
light is bright enough if you hold a white sheet 
of paper five inches from your hand and your 
shadow appears on the paper. 

If the tag says “medium light,” the plant 
.. still wants more light than what it gets in the 
middle of the room. Unless you duster your 
plnnts under a lamp table, your plants proba- 
bly aren’t getting enough light. 

My plants really like the east windows in 
summer and west windows in winter. I move 
them back from the window a few feet so they 
won’t get burned from the sun or frosted if 
they touch the gloss. Geraniums usually 
bloom all winter at our house. Thanks for wnt-

These floor-to-ceiling window » 

treatments are a standard feature 
in many rental properties and 
’ condos, especially those with slid- 
* ing glass doors opening to a bal- 
cony. They offer privacy, light - 
control and low maintenance. But 
mnny people find them somewhat 
dated and commercial looking. 

■ And when pulled opened, they 
pile up in a bulky stack on one 
side of a door or window. 

We asked a few design pros 
what they would suggest. 

Babs Pickens of McGee St 
Powers in Blndcnsburg, Md., said, 
"The only real way to hide verti- 
cal blinds is to stack them back, 
keep them that way and install a 
traditional draw drapery that 
completely covers them.” The 
going price for custom draperies 
•. for a typical sliding glass door 
starts around $600; ready-made 
curtains would run about $250. 

Or, Pickens suggests, construct 
a lambrequin - an upholstered 
frame that surrounds the glass 
doors or window like a three- 
sided cornice and is wide enough 
to conceal the blinds when 
they’re pulled to the side. The 
lambrequin also would stop light 
from shining in around the edges 
of the blinds. The design of the 
lambrequin can be traditional or 
contemporary, serious or whimsi- 
cal. For a standard sliding door 7 
feet tall by 6 feet wide, materials 
and installation would cost about 
$600. 

Lorraine Rendleman, an interi- 
or design student at Montgomery 
(Md.) College, suggests camou- 
flaging just the top of the blinds. 

— She-onee-mounted-inexpensive-S- 

hooks across the top edge of the 
vertical blind track and draped a 
long panel of gauzy fabric that 
she tied around the hooks in soft 
knots. The airy, inexpensive 
material also con be long enough 
to hang gracefully down each side 
of the blinds, a contemporary 
look for a minimum investment, 
she said. 

_ For those who are replacing or 

installing new verticals, designer 
Claire Schwab of Old Town 
Window Treatments Be Design in 
Alexandria, Va., recommends 
Luminette Privacy Sheers, a ver- 
tical blind made by Hunter 
Douglas with a sheer fabric over- 
lay that cuts down glare. 
Luminettes to cover n sliding 
glass door would run about $880 
excluding measuring and installa- 
tion. 

Another option is to replace old 
vinyl blinds with new fabric-cov- 
ered vanes available in a myriad 
of patterns and colors including 
gold and silver. 

Thcrese Baron Gurney, interior 
designer for Washington archi- 
tect Hugh Newell Jacobsen, says 
that in his early work, Jacobsen 
often installed vertical blinds to 
cover large expanses of glass, but 
designed them to slide into a 
recessed wall pocket so they 
wouldn’t be seen unless they 
weredrawn. Nowadays, she says.

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Generations of Amish carry on traditions, pleasures of the table

SHtPSHEWANA, Ind. - When G0- 
. year-old Edna Miller go* 3 t0 her job 
as a cook at the Buggy Wheel Buffet, 
travels the mllcnnd a half in 
, horse and buggy or on tier bikc.Oifly 
■ on the coldest winter days will she 
accept a ride in a car. That’s not the 
Amish way. . 

Here in picturesque Shijsshewunn, 
about 110 miles east of Chicago, you 
can catch a glimpse of the late 1800s. 
At any given moment, the street may 
be filled not with cars looking for 
parking spaces but with buggies dri- 
ven by full-bearded men in broad- 
brimmed hats and women in home- 
made dresses dyed the palest pastels, 
their hair pinned up and covered 
with bonnets. Miller is representative 
of the hardworking Amish, who 
eschew the conveniences of modem 
life. She lives in a house without elec- 
tricity. The Millers hove n phone, but 
it’s outside in what they call a shanty. 

"People ask me, 'What’s the differ- 
ence?’ ” Miller says. "I say, if you go 
make a phone call on a below-icro 
morning, you arc not going to stand 
there ana gossip,, und then you 11 
know why wc have them outside and 
not inside. You just do what you have 
to and you get out of there.” 

Though Miller’s five children ore 
grown, she still cans the fruits and 
vegetables that site and her husband 
grow. The food she cooks - home- 
made noodles with chicken or beef, 
crusty pot pics, thick, fluffy biscuits 
covered with sausage gravy, candled 
apples and deep-dish fruit pies - are 
the staples of Amish cooking. 

According to cookbook uuthor 
Marcia Axioms, who grew up in north- 
ern Indiana, the average Amish 
former expends almost 8.000 calorics 
a day. But if hearty meals seem typi- 
cal of a culture hard at work, there is 
a nuance to Amish cooking that often 


remain separate from the rest of soci- 
ety and because they came directly 
here from their native countries, 

■ their foodways are pure,” says 
Adams. 

Miller, who is wiry despite her 
hearty cooking, is a testament to how 
• hard work defeats caloric intake. 

“I come from a family of 10,” she 
sayd. “Wc raised everything. It was a 
long way to go to town, so you didn’t • 
go that often. You would do your own 
butchering. Everybody had their own 
meat, they had their own lard and 
they had their own ennned goods. We 
raised our own popcorn.” 

It Isn’t only the older generation of 
Amish who carry on the traditions. At 
Fern’a Country Foods, south of 
Shipshewnna on Indiana Highway 5, 
teenagers Gertie Miller (no relation 
to Edna) and EDa Frey, wearing long 
dresses and white bonnets, roll cut 
thin sheets of noodle dough, then run 


them through a cutting machine 
before hanging them over wooden 
racks to dry. Also on Highway 5 la 


Yoder’s Country Meat Shoppe, 
where meat Is cured for hams, hocks 
and sausages. Locally made pre- 
serves like gooseberry and watermel- 
on line the shelves. And near 
Mlddlebury, Just west of 
Shipshewnna, Amish worker* at the 
Deutsch Kase Haul make cheese 
^behind plate glass windows. 

All the milk used for the coibys. 
Cheddars and butter cheeses (as well 
as such variations as pepper, caraway 
and salsa) are made with milk from 
Amish farms In Northern Indiana 
and Southern Michigan. In keeping 
with chelr strict religious beliefs, 
these farms do not have electricity, 
mechanical milkers or the type of 
refrigeration typically used to store 




milk for long periods. Cows have to 
be milked doily and the milk then 
wntercooled in 10-gnllon cans. The 
next morning it’s delivered to the 
Kase Haus, where it is pasteurized 
before the cheescmakinK begins. 

In the winter, Naomi Mullet teach- 
— ea g i adca-l-through-B-in-a-on&rooiij — 
Amish school. In the summers she 


Mullet specializes in dumplings and 
vegetable souns. Another Amish 
woman. Barb train, comes in at S 
a.m. every day to make the 15 or so 
varieties of pics served at Tiffany's, 
including mincemeat, apricot, blue- 
berry cream cheese, Dutch apple, 
black raspberry and Bob Andy, a 
spiced custard pie. 

Even the noodles are cooked in the 
oven in this recipe, adapted from 
"Cooking from Quilt Country; Hearty 
Red pcs from Amish and Mennonite 
Ki’ cheat,'' by Marcia Adams. 

BEEF AND NOODLE 
OVEN STEW 

1/4 cup instant beef bouillon gran- 
ules 

10 cups hot water 

1 boneless chuck roast, about 3 
pounds, trimmed 

8 whole doves 

3 ribs celery, cut in thirds 

2 large carrots, peeled, cut in. 
thirds 

1 each, quartered: large onion, 
seeded green pepper 

1 small bunch parsley sprigs P'us.5 
cup chopped 

2 bay leaves 

1/2 teaspoon freshly ground pep- 
per 

1 package ( 16 ounces) egg noodles

Shred meat 
into bite-size pieces. Remove vegeta- 
bles from broth with slotted spoon; 
chop. Return meat and vegetables to 
broth. Stir in uncooked noodles, salt 
' and pepper, cover. Bake until noo- 
dles ure tender, stirring once, about 
30 minutes. Add additional water if 
noodles ubsorb all of broth. Sprinkle 
with chopped parsley. Serves 10.

BUTTERSCOTCH TAPIOCA 
6 cups water 

1 cup small pearl tapioca 

1 teaspoon salt

The change of plans comes 
after IOC vice president Keba 
Mbaye of Senegal complained 
last month about embarrassing 
Salt Lake disclosures. 

The 28-page dossier on the 


personal habits, loyalties and 
family needs of IOC members 
was retrieved from Salt Lake 
organizers under federal subpoe- 
na.

Romney a day after the Justice 
Department said it wouldn’t 
prosecute the organizing commit- 
tee. 

At the Sydney Games, Romney 
warned the IOC that tho 
American justice system most 
likely would result in other 
embarrassing disclosures, 

Salt Lake bid chief Tom Welch- 
and deputy Dave Johnson face a 
trial in’ June on 15 felony counts 
alleging they masterminded a 
wide-ranging bribery conspiracy 
from 1989 to 1999. 

Welch and Johnson are 
accused of plying IOC members 
with $1 million in cash, first-class 
travel, scholarships and expen- 
sive gifts. If convicted on all 
counts, the bid executives could 
be imprisoned for up to 75 years.

While the Mets’ biggest stars have delivered 
in the playoffs, the team might not have gotten 
this far without contributions from lesser- 
known players. 

Timo Perez, who played in the Japanese

Payton has overcome years of injuries to 
deliver two game-winning hits in the fust two 
rounds. After being hit in the helmet in the 
eighth inning by Dave Veres on Monday night,

Benny Agbayani, a former replacement play- 
er, hit a game-ending home run to' mm the divi- 
sion series against the Giants in the Mets favor.

NEW YORK (AP) - This guy 
was tailor-made for this town.

Chaos is Bobby Valentine’s

Valentine feuds with his front 
office, trashes his players, and 
once, after being thrown out of a 
game, he even dissed the 
umpires by sneaking back Into 
the dugout wearing a disguise. 

Valentine has burned more 
bridges than Gen. Sherman.

Wells Fargo's loan losses and 
problem assets, while still at histor- 
ically low. levels, surged since the 
year-ago period. The bonk said non- 
performing loans rose to $902 mil- 
lion, or .75 percent of total assets, 
from $698 million, .72 percent, a 
year ago. 

Citigroup profit climbs as 
Salomon powers eamings 

LONDON - Citigroup Inc., the 
global financial services giant with a 
CitiFinancial office in Twin Falls, 
said Tuesday that third -quarter core 
Income rose 27 percent as profits 
from Investment banking unit 
Salomon Smith Barney and global 
lending powered overall eamings.

PowerLight makes 
solar power pay

BERKELEY, Calif. - With oil 
prices soaring, rolling peak peri- 
od blackouts, and' the uproar 
over skyrocketing electric bills in 
San Diego under deregulation, 
consumers and businesses are 
looking for salvadon. 

If they asked Thomus 
Dinwoodie, president and CEO 
of Berkeley-based PowerLight 
Corp., he might tell them that 
they need only look up. 

Divine deliverance from PG&E 
bills is not exactly the salvation 
Dinwoodie hns in mind. 

His concept is measured, test- 
ed and incremental. 

It involves an orb 93 million 
miles away, and the one thing 
that probably blocks your view 
of it. “If you look out a plane win- 
dow, what do you see? A lot of 
big flat rooftops," Dinwoodie 
said. 

PowcrLight, with just 10 
assembly line workers in its 
Berkeley factory and 25 profes- 
sional engineers and other 
employees, claims the mantle of 
U.S. leader for solar electric 
applications. 

The company’s signature prod- 
uct, PowerGuard, generates elec- 
tricity from the sun while insulat- 
ing and protecting a building’s 
roof - key aspects that turn skep- 
tical bean counters into sold cus- 
tomers. 

A native of Omaha, Neb., 
Dinwoodie sees potential power 
plants where others see an 
expanse of roofing tar, useless 
except perhaps as a private 
urban beach. 

Dinwoodie, a stoic thinker of 
45, is sitting right where he 
wants to be as owner of u pi I vine.- 
ly held firm on the cusp of the 
next big thing. 

PowerGuard is aimed nt large 
commercial users, although a 
new product, designed for resi- 
dences, is about a year away. 

PowerGuard combines extra 
generating capacity during day- 
time peak load periods with insu- 
larion that reduces heating and

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cooling needs. 

.By protecting roofs from the 
elements, a i oof’s life may be 
doubled, reducing costly repair 
expenses. 

But Dinwoodie has been there 
before, and things didn’t go 
exactly as planned. 

After graduating from Cornell 
University in 1978, Dinwoodie 


studied energy policy at MIT and 
evaluated options for dispersing 
future power generation. 

After designing a photo-voltaic 
water pumping station in the 
Philippines and a long-range photo- 
voltaic energy strategy for oil-rich 
Kuwait, Dinwoodie founded 
TDEnergy Inc. in Boston and 
turned his attention to wind power. 


"Wind is a phenomenal suc- 
cess story. In the early ’80s the 
cost of wind power was over "20 
cents per kilowatt-hour. In 10 
short years that dropped to 5 
cents tier kilowatt-hour," lie said. 
Business was good. 

Dinwoodie constructed the 
northeast’s largest wind project 
of the time at Mount Tug New 
' Hampshire and won approval for 
another 50 megawatts of wind 
generating capacity scattered 
throughout the northeast. 

Then the wind abruptly shift- 

° “The bottom fell out of the 
industry when the (federal) tax 
credits expired in 1985," he said. 
Partially built windmills were 
never finished. "It left me 
- stranded. 1 vowed never again to 
fight the market by building a 
business based on artificial mar- 
ket mechanisms.” 

With limp sails, Dinwoodie 
headed for the University of 
California, Berkeley’s School of 
Architecture and opted for a new 
life. 

Two years into his architecture 
career, Dinwoodie had an 
epiphany of sorts that brought 
him back to solar power. "1 was 
sitting in traffic on the Bay Bridge, 
en route to a designer’s showroom 
to select bathroom fixtures for a 
client, watching the fumes and 
carbon dioxide rise into the air, 
and 1 thought perhaps I could 
make a larger contribution." - 

A vear later, Dinwoodie found- 
ed PowerLight, and his experi- 
ences have taught him a critical 
lesson. Don’t rely on outside 
funding. “We don’t try to fight 
the market.” 

“Our proposition goes right to 
the CFO, with operating savings 
to the commercial building 
owner through reduced utility 
bills. We rarely pitch this as 
’solar,' but that turns out to be of 
tremendou s PR benefit to our 
customers,” Dinwoodie' salt!. 1 he 
business model is a far cry front 
the public perception, said 
Daniel Shttgar, PowerLight s 
executive vice president. 
"People still think of photo- 
voltuics as a guy with a beard 
and a dog. taking himself off the 
grid, but in reality it's a S3 billion 
industry.”

The mill, ConAgra’s only com 
flour plant, stopped processing 
corn Oct. 11, ConAgra spokes- 
woman Karen Savinski said. 
ConAgra told its customers, a 
.variety of food manufacturers, 
about the potential problem and 
asked them not to use the com 
flour. Savinski declined to name 
1 .the companies Involved. 

Tests for the corn variety 
called Stnrllnk were being con- 
ducted and equipment nt the 
plant in Atchison, Knn.. was 

being cleaned, Savinski said. 

ConAgra in the Magic Valley 
ov, ns Lamb Weston Inc., Haney 
Seed Co.. United Agri-Products 
stores in Burley and Jerome, 
KBC bean facilities throughout 


the valley, the E.A. Miller feedlot 
in Malta and many elevators 
across southern Idaho. 

Omnha-bnsed ConAgra is 
nation’s second-largest food com- 
pany behind Philip Moms’ Kraft 
Foods, and it is the nation’s 
lar gest food service manufactur- 
er.

Intel rose $1.38 to mgs in line witn ex P cvw».u.. a 

Electric utilities plan high-voltage merger

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - Six 
Western electric utilities want to 
consolidate their high-voltage 
transmission holdings into a sin- 
gle company to comply with fed- 
eral deregulation requirements. 

Under the proposal, Portland 
General Electric, Avista Corp., 
Montana Power Co., Puget Sound 
Energy, Nevada Power Co. and 
Sierra Pacific Power Co. would 
create a new transmission entity, 
TransConnect. 

The companies submitted their 
plan to the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission on Monday. 

In other respects, the utilities 
would remain independent. 

TransConnect would be a for- 
profit company that would own 
or lease the utilities’ transmission 
facilities, a network that spreads 
through Oregon, Washington. 


Nevada, Montana, along with 
parts of Idaho and Californio, 
and carries a book value of about 
$1 billion.

SPOKANE, Wash. - Potlatch 
Corp. has reported a loss of $11.8 
million in the first nine months of 
2000 because of costs assodated 
with dosing the Jaypc plywood 
m ill near Pierce and reducing its 
salaried work force. 

But the Jaypc mill’s dosing pre- 
sented an opportunity to potato 
processor Lamb Weston Inc., 
which took it as a chance to snap 
up skilled workers for its Twin 
Falls plant, fill jobs it had trouble 
filling in Magic Valley’s low- 
unemployment labor market and 
help a devastated community to 
the north. 

Lamb Weston this fall went 
recruiting in Pierce, which was 
rocked economically by the clo- 
sure, and came back to Twin Falls 
with more than a dozen new 

Executives at Potlatch, which is 
the Lcwiston-Clarkston Valley’s 
largest employer, do not appear 
optimistic that financial dreum- 
stances will improve by the end of 
the year. . . . 

“We agree with the opinion of 
industry analysts that general 
economic, conditions, low market 
prices and the strength of the dol- 
lar will continue to inhibit earn- 
ings," said L. Pendleton Siegel, 
the company’s chairman and 
chief executive officer, in a state- 
ment Monday. , 

In June, Potlatch cut 220 of its 
full-limb, salaried employees, 
including about 100 in Lewiston. 
Severance packages, benefits and 
other expenses cost $26 million, 
but the move should save $21 mil- 
lion annually, said Potlatch 
spokesman Michael Sullivan. 

Severance pay for about 215 
hourly and salaried workers and 


other shutdown costs at Jaypc 
likely will reach $18.5 million. 

Including those expenses, the 
wood products side lost $29 mil- 
lion in the third quarter. 

The industry is operating in a 
much different environment than 
it did in 1999 when the same sec- 
tor of the company produced a 
$35.4 million profit in the corre- 
sponding quarter, Siegd said. 

The Federal Reserve’s interest 
rate boosts slowed constriction, 
and increased foreign imports 
have caused net sales to dcdinc 
for all of the company’s solid 
wood products, he said. 

The three other segments of 
Potlatch’s operations are showing 
profits, but not enough to offset 
•the losses. . 

The pulp and paper division, 
much of which is located in 
Lewiston, showed a third quarter 
profit of $6.9 million, down slight- 
ly from $7.1 million for the same 
quarter in 1999. 

Some of the products made in 
Lewiston - toilet paper, paper 
towels, napkins and facial tissue - 
are less vulnerable to foreign 
competition than other Potlatch 
goods, Sullivan said. 

The volume of shipments of 
paperboard products such os 
packaging and cups decreased 
compared with the same quarter 
in 1999. But profits posted higher 
because of lower manufacturing 
costs or higher goods prices, 

. Sullivan said. 

The resource segment of 
Potlatch posted a $23.5 million 
profit. That branch sells raw 
materials sudi as logs at market 
value, mostly to Potlatch mills. 

The printing papers division in 
Minnesota reported a third quar- 
ter profit of $8.2 million com- 
pared with a loss of $5.1 million a 
year ago.
